WASHINGTON, March 4.—The pres- 


ident came to the capitol between 9 
and 10 last night accompanied by 
the members of his cabinet and occu- 
pied seats in the president's room 
near the senate chamber for the pur- 
pose of examining all bills presented 
for his approval. 
TJp to one o'clock 


he had signed twenty bills which ob- 
tained final passage. None of them 
wero of general importance. 


All the regular annual appropria- 


tion bills that obtained passage in 
both houses have become laws. 
The 


Sundry Civil, the last upon which an 
agreement was reached in conference, 
received the president's signature at 
10 o'clock this morning. 


During the XLVIIth congress, 


10,670 bills and joint resolutions 
have been introduced in the two 
houses. In each house a great ma- 
jority of these measures still remain 
with the committees to which they 
were referred, and of those reported 
from the committees, a larger num- 
ber remain upon the calendars of the 
respective houses. 
Aside from the 


regular annual appropriation bills, 
163 bills and joint resolutions passed 
both houses during this session and 
become laws. 


While the provisions of the act "to 


reduce the revenue" go into effect 
generally on and after July 1, 1883, 
an exception is made in respect to 
tho tariff duties on sugar, which take 
effect June 1, and the internal rev- 
enue provisions relating to the reduc- 
tion of the taxes on tobacco, snuff 
and cigars, and the reduction of the 
special license taxes which go into 
effect May 1, with a provision that 
all claims for draw-back on unbroken 
packages oE tobacco, snuff, cigars and 
cigarettes held by manufacturers at 
that date, must bo presented before 
July 1. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 4. - Uov. A. 


H. Stephens' death occurred at 3:30 
this morning. About 2 o'clock in 
the morning it was evident he was 
much weaker, and that the crisis was 
approaching. 
The doctors placed a 


strong mustard plaster on bis wrist 
and let it remain twenty minutes. 
When removed there was not. tho 
slightest sign of inflammation, show- 
ing that there was very little vitality 
left. 
At 2:80 the extremities became 


cold and clammy, assuming a pur- 
plish hue as the end drew near. Mr. 
Stephens was lying on his back, his 
head turned slightly to the right. 
The husky rattle in his throat, that 
had been plainly perceptible earlier 
iu the night, hat! ceased entirely. 
There was no more heavy breathing 
and not the slightest gasping. 


At 3:1[> the family was enltuii i 


After breathing almost imperceptibly 
a few moments, ho di«d without thft 
slightest tremor. 


The news of his death created tho 


profonndest, ponsatiou. as ho wns not 
known to bo so near death's door. 
To-day tho remains lay in state in 
tho executive mansion and woro 
viewed by 20,000 people. 


The remains will lie in state at the 


capitol, commencing to-morrow, until 
the burial Wednesday or Thursday. 


Col. 
John Stephens, a nephew of 


the governor, said: "I have never 
known him to speak so little of death 
as during his present illness, or to 
make so few arrangements for the 
worst that might come. In all his 
other attacks he has been especially 
careful to impress on me the minu- 
test details of his wishes and inten- 
tions. In this illness he has not said 
a word of any of his desires." 


Gov. Stephens made a will some 


time ago. 
He leaves $10,000 to the 


children of his late brother, Judge 
Stephens, the rest of his estate, bar- 
ring a few minor bequests, to his 
nephew, Col. John Stephens. 
What 


the estate will foot up depends large- 
ly on the sale of his new history of 
the United States. He made about 
$30,000 on "The War Between the 
States,'1 and his now book is selling 
well. 
Above the bequests the estate 


will probably pay $10,000. 


The Chronicle says: The death of 


Stephens is a calamity to the state. 
All denominations and classes, irre- 
spective of party, are profoundly 
moved by the death of the statesman, 
patriot and philanthropist. 
Though 


dead, he will live as the most illus- 
trious of the Georgians. 


Sr. Louis,' March 4—A secret, 


which will no doubt cause much sur- 
prise, has just been revealed here. 
It is that Senator Tabor and Mrs. 
Elizabeth McConrt, of 
Oshkosh, 


Wis., were privately married here on 
the 30th of last September. The 
ceremony took place in the law of 
fice of Col. D. P. Dyer, who is an in- 
timate friend of the Senator, and 
was performed by John M. Young, a 
Justice of the Peace, and witnessed 
by a brother of Mrs. McConrt, who 
accompanied her to St. Louis. It is 
said upon the authority of Col. Dy- 
er that the ceremony was kept a se- 
cret because, at that time, although 
Tabor was granted a decree of di 
vorce from his first wife, she hae a 
suit against him' for alimony. 
It 


was feared the announcement of the 
marriage during the pending of the 
suit might complicate matters. Why 
the marriage should have taken place 
when it did, or why there should 
have been a second ceremony 
at 


Washington last week, unless it was 
to satisfy the parents of Mrs. Tabor, 
who are Catholics, Col. Dyer does 
not pretend to know. 


ST. Lows,-March 4.—Most of the 


small towns on the Mississippi, be- 


tween Cairo and Helena, are more or 
less inundated and either deserted or 
the people living in the upper stories;
